A CORRESPONDENT of the New 
York Evening Post makes some sug- 
gestions going to show the economic 
value of Chinese laborers in cotton 
raising. He suggests in the outset 
that “‘if we cannot absorb the Mon- 
golian as wel! as the Celt, the Teuton 
and the negro, and permit each and 
all to have equal rights and _ priv- 
ileges, then Democracy isa _ failure.” 
He gives the system of importation, 
as described to him by the gentleman 
in San Francisco who first established 
it. At Hong Kong this gentleman 
found a merchant of great wealth who 
was willing to induce the voluntary 
migration of laborers, and to become 
responsible for the fulfilment of their 
contracts, and through him sent over 
twenty thousand. Fourteen dollars 
was advanced to each—the cost of 
passage—and a deposit made with the 
San Francisco company to secure a 
return of bodies in case of death The 
laborers contracted before a United 
States Consul to work out the advance 
at arate of wages agreed on, and af- 
terward to be free to work where they 
pleased. Each laborer gave his note, 
with security of some neighbor, to the 
sub-contractors for fifties, and they to 
the larger sub-contractors for one thou- 
sand, who also became responsible to 
the Hong Kong merchant, and he ex~ 
ecuted a mortgage on real estate as 
security for faithful performance of all. 
He states that all the agreements had 
been so fully complied with that it had 
never been necessary to fall back on 
any of the securities. And the same 
Hong Kong merchant has now re- 
turned to San Francisco, where he is 
entering into new arrangements of 
the same nature and on astill larger 
scale. Nothing is by force, and the 
immigration is wholly voluntary. 
And the contracts being made with 
laborers at least sufficiently informed 
to understand, and sufficiently honest 
to abide by their contracts, there 
seems no difficulty in the way, or 
doubt of their practical efficiency as 
laborers. In coming here they violate 
no law, and nothing short of the most 


stringent, discriminating, anti-A meri- 


interfere in any formof law with their 
introduction into the country.. The 
Chinaman is recommended in all 
quarters as eminently qnalified for 


cultivating the soil, from that which 


they make by filling boats off Canton 
and other great cities to the 
million acres of rich alluvial of our 
Southern States. We now make two 
and a half million bales of cotton— 
one-fourth of which we suppose to be 
made by white labor. We formerly 
made five millions with black alone, 
or twice as much as we now make 
with white and black combined, or 
using all the labor which we have and 
will work. Do we not need to supply 
this enormous deficiency? Shall we 
not do it, especially with laborers 
more intellectual, more civilised, more 
honest, and more faithful to their con- 
tracts? Laborers are estimated as 
worth to the wealth of any country 


‘five hundred dollars each. ‘Will not 


the introduction of a hundred thou- 
sand be worth something to a country 
which has five hundred thousand 
square miles of idle land? Will not 
Arkansas be enriched for instance, if, 
by being densely populated with wil- 
ling workers, it should be made equal 
to its capacity as the richest garden 
spot on earth? Suppose five hundred 
thousand bales were added to the cot- 
ton crop of Arkansas, and three mil- 


lion bushels of corn, with wheat, 
rye, barley, ete.—anybody hurt? 
Is the answer that eotton 


will be reduced in price? If no more 
is made than now, it is more likely to 
be reduced in price by the substitution 
of other staples. The present price 
cannot be afforded by manufacturers, 
It it could, the consumer must pay the 
eost. Weshall not buy cotton shirt- 
ings at ten cents with cotton at thirty. 
Cotton at thirty is very comfortable.- 
But monopolies are short lived. We 
shall not long have the pleasure of 
selling cotton at thirty cents, whether 
Chinese come in or not. Our views 
are American. We want ‘free trade 
and sailors’ rights,’’ free commerce, 
free immigration, free agriculture, free 
use of capital, and the large public 
and private prosperity which freedom 
gives. Let men, all men, of all na- 
tions, come here, have a warm-hearted 
American welcome, and help us to 
build up the great American Conti- 
nent to its full capacity as the superior 
or Europe and all the East. We shall 
violate our established American pol- 
icy and the faith of nations, pledged 
in the treaty with China, as well as 
prove blind to our own interests if we 
take any measures to retard immigra- 
tion, 

Weare informed that the Pacific 
Mail Company can move twelve thou- 
sand laborers per month. Let them 
come, and the wealth of our country 
being proportionately increased, that 
of individuals will be also augmented. 


SUBJOINED is an interesting letter 
from Hon. A. S. CoLtyar, of Nash- 
ville, to WM. J. SYKEs, Esq., of this 
city, in reference to the cost of trans- 
porting coal on railroads. From this 
letter it will be seen that coal ean be 


‘and is transported from the Sewanee 
‘mines to Nashville, a distance of one 


hundred miles, for four cents a bushel. 
The Warrior coal fields, in «Walker 
county, Ala., are distant from this 
city about two hundred miles, cither 
by way of Corinth, luka and Tuscum- 
bia, or by the way of Holly Springs, 
Okolona and Aberdeen, It is in con- 
templation, we are informed, to build 
two roads penetrating this immense 
coal region—one from Aberdeen, Miss., 
to Elyton, Ala., a distance of 120 
miles, which road will connect some- 
where in Mississippi with the Mem- 
phis and Selma Road, thus forming a. 
continuous line of railway from Fly- 
ton, Ala., by the way of Aberdeen, 
Okolona and Holly Springs to Mem- 
phis. The other road, intended to run 
through this coal and iron region, will 
be either from Corinth, Iuka or Tus- 
cumbia, in the direction of Elyton 
also, and will pass immediately 
through the center of the Warren coal 


fields. 
The friends of the Aberdeen and 


Elyton Road have taken steps to se- 
cure an early survey of that route and 
the organization of acompany. They 
feel satisfied they will get sufficient 
assistance and capital to build that 
road in one or two years. When either 
that road or the Corinth road is built 
coal ean be brought to Memphis and 
sold at fifteen or sixteen cents per 
bushel by the wholesale. Owing to 
the proximity of the coal to the rail- 
road and its great abundance, it can 
be delivered on the cars at five, or at 
most, eight cents per bushel. It can 
be transported to this city at six or 
eight cents per bushel, taking the 
rates mentioned by Col. CoLYAR as a 
fair average of coal: transportation. 
Whether coal brought down the river 
may not be sold cheaper in this city 
than the coal from Alabama, we can- 
not say with certainty, but we think 
it cannot. However it may be in this 
city, we are confident that all the in- 
termediate towns and country be- 
tween this place and Elyton must be 
supplied with Alabama eoal, since it 
will be so much cheaper and equally 
as good. Wheneyer coal can be ob- 
tained in Corinth, Aberdeen, Okolo- 
na and Holly Springs at twelve or fif- 
teen cents a bushel these may become 
manufacturing towns, but not until 
then. The prosperity of these towns 
will benefit Memphis whenever she 
becomes connected with them 
directly by rail. This will 
be the commercial empori- 
rium for thesale of their manufactured 
articles as well as their agricultural 
products, since it is the nearest and 
most convenient city on the Missis- 
sippi river. In addition to the coal 
on these routes there is enough iron 
ore, we are informed, in Sanford and 
Fayette connties, Ala., to say nothing 
of Jefferson, to furnish fifty or one 
hundred tons per day for transporta- 
tion on railroads. Whilst these roads 
will share with other roads in the 


‘transportation of merchandise and ag- 


ricultural products, they will have a 
monopoly of iron, coal and other min- 
erals, and must of necessity be very 
profitable to the stockholders.

It costs 
us $10 per car freight here of say 200 
bushels, 80 pounds to the bushel. You 
see that our coal isa fraction higher 
atthe mines than here including the 
freight, and that is because we have 
one contract for all the coal we bring 
to this place, and that for five years, 
and making this trade we put the coal 
a little lower than in other trades.

islature, inaugurate Stokes and begin 
business. They are then to memorial- 
ize Congress, and expect to le pro- 
tected by Grant until Congress meets, 

So the Federal Government is to 
dictate to Tennessee her Governor and 
her Legislature. Not only is Tennes- 
see required to conform to the policy 
of the Washington administration, 
but also to select the very men it may
